The Jumping Minister 
Defended. 

The puljlication of the facts connect- 
trhich what •will be known in history 
as the "Ash land jumping case," wuh 
lUffi, If, Jjomh-shell fired into the Minis- 
teriiiLl"canip. Instead of attending 
chilrchv as they oupflit to liavo done, 
three of the Ministers hold a "caucus" 
on Snuday, On Moiulay lui Exocutivo 
:peetiug was hold for tho puiposo of 
'considering what Btops should he 
takon vrith a view to stemming or turn- 
ing aside the tide of popular 
iiidigutition which was rolling in 
against the rickety ship, threatening 
to awauip it. Tho luocting was a 
stormy ouo, aiul the ,fu-Kt pvopoHitiou 
was to cast the Jonah ovorbuard, for, 
■ said onOj vrhj should we heiir the 
odiiim of a transaction in the protits of 
which wo havo no share ? Tliis hold 
proposition was, however, soon ahan- 
doiied, and it was decided that Minis- 
ters must sink or swim together. "What 
is to be done to save the ship? 

No. 2. I really think you are making 
'too much of this affair. For my part 
I do not see tbat there is anything in 
it that cannot be defended before tho 
public. You know I Avas not a Min- 
ister at the time I pre-empted tho 
land. 

, No. 1. — (nervously whisking his coat 
tails and looking out at the window) 

1 expected nothing else than that you 
•would bring us to grief with your 
Bpeculative proclivities. But I suppoBO 
we must make the best we can of it 
now. Had you mentioned that those 
people werift'in poBseasiou at the time 
you applied for the land, you should 
never have got it. 

No. 2. — And that is precisely the 
reason why I did not mention it. 

No, l.—Look liero, Ash. Tho best 
thing you can do now is magnanimous- 
ly, to relinquish the land; for to insist 
upon holding on to it under all the cir 

eumstanccs will, I fear, play the d 1 

with tlic Ministiy. If you wore to 
abandon it even at this late hour the 
public would forget all about, it and 
Othello's (tlie "Colonist's") occupation 
would be gone. 

No. 2. (Impetuously) Abandon land 
■which I expect will be the site of an 
important to-wu ? A thousand times 
rather would I surrender my portfolio. 
Look at tliG uiouey I've lost in Sool.'e, 
Queen Charlotte, and other specula- 
tions; And now, when I have at last 
fallen upon a good thirig — a fortune, 
I tell you — you ask mo to be magmuii- 
nious and abandon it! 
. .No. 4. — It do seem onroasoimble ' tlint 
you should fall into a fortin, and iis into 
llio flro. Can't yon BivinE tho spoils and 
tlien WQ could stick to you "through evil 
report and tlirough good report,"— as 
Shiikeaijoaro sajy. 

No. '2. —No. Kcc no rc.ison -vfhy I 
should divide with unybody. BesiJoH, 
dividing would not make the inattor look 
any Ijetter before the public. 

Ifo. 3. — ^Thisis a serious matter, ami it 
nuiy be tho moans of overthrowing the 
Government. It is all very well for Asli 
to talk about throwiuR up his portforlio 
rather tli.in rGlincpiisli wliathe bolievos to 
be a fortune. Tho icst of us havo no 
such choice, — a portfolio, on tho one 
handv and a forunno ou tho other. 
Ijoot lit riiy ca.se, for instance. T cast my 
last dio on this portfolio; and should it 
fail, what would I do ? IkhiJoH, I do not 
think Anil can l)e jnstitiod even in a Court 
of law. How, for in.stnnco, is ho going to 
comply with tho occupation reqniroiaoiits 
of tlio law under which tho hind was pre- 
empted ? 

No. 2. — "Wliyias to that, the fourmontha' 
leave of absence will carry mo into May; 
and surely you will not refuse to givo 
mo two moutlis more, when I can show 
that I am having buildings erected, kc. 
That would bring mo into July, when tho 
new law, which you know wo made last 
session, comes into operation; and under 
it I can occupy by an agent. 

No. I. — I must confess your arrange- 
ments scorn very artful and coinploto. But 
I think I can detect two weak points. In 
the firat place, tho law does not provide 
for extending tho leave; and ^•;o won't 
break tho law to doit; so that's settled. "In 
the aeoond place, I don't think the pro- 
rision in the new law would haTO rotro- 
spoctivo application; that is, I do not 
think it can bo made to apply to land pre- 
eni])tcd uniler tho old law. 

No. 2. — I'm sorry to hoar you express 
that opinion. I was certainly under the 
impression at tho time we framod the 
clause that it would be sufficiently elastic 
to coyer such cases as my own. 

No. 1.— If the point worn referred to 
mo for an opiidnn, I think I would bo 
obliged to givo it against you. 

No. 2. — \Voll, failing to coma under tlis 
provisions of tho now law, as to "occu- 
pation," I could got a certificate of im- 
provement, and then I woukl bo entitled 
to my deed; for yon know we provided for 
that in the Now Jiill, as the Inuidiest way 
to get round occupation. 

No. 1. — 'i'liern, again, you are, I fear, in 
the same box, as I am Ijy no means certain 
thai the clause to which you refer can be 
retrosi)octiYely applied, any more than 
the other. 

No. 2. — (Orcatly depres.scd) You roally 
surprise mo. I M'as certainly led toboliove 
that tiie clause was so frnnied as to apply 
to pre-emptions made jirevioiisly ( Koiid- 
iuf; from the Act). I .itill Tonlure to tliiidt 
that it would so apply. 

No. 3. — But oven if it did, I want to 
know how you propose keeping your 
chum alivo till tho 20th July. 

No. 2. — Oh, I mull have an oxtonsionof 
leave. If youaro bo straitdncod jis to ro- 
fuso that small boon to a brolhor Minis- 
ter, why, I must got leave from my oHi- 
oiardutiefl "and stay on tho land for a 
oouplo of months. It would only bo a 
picnic frolic, and give mo an opjjortunity 
of cultivating tho acquaintance and good- 
will of my constituents, who, I hoar, ai'o 
in no very amiablo mood just now, Hurcly 
you would not refuse mo that also ; nioro

Tho 
third repulse of woll e(iuii)pod troops by 
this" baud of detorniiuod savages, who 
know^thut tboY are iu tlioir "lust ditch," 
and >f|i9 feisl that, if taken, no mercy will 
■bfo sliown them, will sproatl consternation 
ftuiongst tho white st-Ulors, and, to a cor- 
responding dojirce, will niis(> tho oouvaRO 
and bopa.s of othei- tribes ue:iv, if not with- 
in, our own bordiu'.s. Already wo bear 
of MUO wurrior.-i anaiug in Oregon, of 
threatening bands j3'athe):.ed in Washing- 
ton Tef ritbry, and of the Spokane tribes 
(whose home is on both sides of the -lOtU 
parallel) warning ofl' sottliTs from tho vi- 
cinity of Fori (.lolvilli.', mill causing them 
to ilee for their lives.

KrNNING THK EaITDS. 

He said that no i)icturQ could give any 
idea of it, and that it was a pleasuro few 
Englishmen ever enjoyed. There w as a 
facinationin the motion, as of poetry or 
music, whi^h had to bo exijerionced to ho 
underatood; this oxoitemont was greater 
than when on board a steamer, because 
they wore so much nearer tho .seething 
water, and tho canoe seemed such a fragile 
thing to contend with tho mad forces, 
into the veiy thick of which it had to be 
steered.

The captain is at the bow — a 
broader, stronger puddle than usual in 
hhs han 1 — his eye kindling with enthu- 
siasm, and every nerve and fibre in his 
liudy at its utmost tension. The steers- 
man is athispoat, and ovorv man is ready. 
They know tliat a false .stroke, or too weak 
a turn of the captain's wrist, nt tho crit- 
ical moment, means death. A push with 
tho jiaddles, and, straight and swift as 
an arrow, tho canoe shoots right down 
into tho mad vortex; now into' a cross 
current that would iwist her broadside 
round, but that every man lights against 
it;tiion she steers right for a rock, to 
which she is being re istlossly sucked, 
and on which it seems as if she would he 
dashed to pieces; but a ra])id turn of tho 
captain's i)addlo at the right moment, aiul 
she rushes past tho black mass, riding 
gallantly as a racehor.ie. Tho waters boil 
uj) at tho Bide, threatening to engulf her, 
but, except a dash of s])ray or the cap of 
a wave, nothing gets in, and, as she 
speeds into tho calm roach beyond all 
draw long breaths and hope that another 
rapid is near, ( Cheers. )

Tho rice HC.aveity, "ivhieli i.s fifill pre- 
vailing in Java, upi^ears to bo mo.st 
severely felt atDemak, near Saraarang. 
(Jorpsea of men and women who have 
(lieil of hunger aro daily found on the 
roadsicle. It is no rarity to hog persons 
lyin;,' along tho roads, exliauHled and 
awititiiig ileatli. On two occasions has 
it happened that women have oll'eicd 
their children for sale to Europeans. 
Thefie women, as well as the children, 
lo(jked diamiilly thin, and assigned as 
a reason for their unnatural actions tlie 
hopii tiiat tlio cliildreii, being with V,\\- 
ropeauM, winild not at least die of luiii- 
gor, which wuuld otherwise be unavoid- 
able.

Galifoxxiia. 

Yj(eka, April 29— The following was 

received at t o'clock the morning: 

in tho Ijava Jjftd."-, April 28— No Indi- 
ans havin;; been seen during tho past two 
days, Gen. (iillciu sent out a rocouoiter- 
ing party on tlie 2Gtli consisting of Com- 
liauy E.i 21stinfantry,under Ool. Wright; 
halteriea iK. and A., 4th, ortiUery, under 
Lt. Ho\S-e, Lt. Harris afad Lt'. Cranston; 
tho whole party under command of Major 
TiioiiKis. About 11 a. m. they reached 
(iruvel Mountain about three miles south 
of tho old strongiiohl, whore they roceiv- 
avolioy from a ledge of rock. Tho firj 
was returned by the men and they thou 
retreated and were rallied by Thomas. 
Tho Indians rfin around the bluff and come 
in front and opened lire upon A. and K. 
batteries of the -ilh artilhu-y. One com- 
pauv wa.s tlum ortlereil to full back but 
failed to luill and left, demoralized. The 
Coniiuander and his non-commissioned 
atall' kept their position, but tho men kept 
retiring. After tho troops tied theModocs 
came and took up the position tliat was to 
have been hi Id by our troops, thus sur- 
rouuiling tlioso left. At tliis time the 
Warm Spring Indians, ten in nu"kibcr, 
came up in the rear of the Modocs and 
held them down to tho rocks for a while, 
until they shifted about and gained the rock 
that made a small cov^rffor Moj. Tlunnas 
and others, who halted, and hero they did 
tho fatal work of tho day. From this 
point they succeeded in killing Major 
'L'liomas, J;t, Howe, Sergt. Eomemnd two 
jirivutes, and wounding Assist. -.'Surgeon 
Somiug. During tliis timetJol. Wright, 
and tho men who stayed with hiai, were 
killed as fast as the^ showed their heads 
ahovotho rocks. Wright was shot through 
tho right knee. Ono of his man was shot 
dead and two wounded. Tho troops in 
camp were under arms in a short time. 
Orders were given to tho Warmspring In- 
dians to move immediately to tho scone of 
action. Col. Mason then ordered his 
troops to .start — Cos. K., H., and F. had 
already started fromthisside. Tlieground 
was .so rough that the troops did not 
reach the battle ground till night and they 
ocnild do nothing but lay upcm their arms. 
About midnight three wounded men came 
in and reported all clear in front, and all 
killed and wounded except three or four 
privates. The troops were aroused and 
an advance made for a short distance and 
tlipy tiicn reateil for the night. At day- 
light Maj(U- (rroen sent n party of skir- 
uiishers and found a packer's (Louis 
Weber's) body and two soldiers. Ano- 
ther party found in tho sage-brush the 
liodiesof Major Thomas, Lt. Howe, Sur- 
geon Soming, three aergeants and four 
privates, all killed or wounded. Col. 
Wright and men wore found on tho ex- 
treme left. Major Cranston and five men 
aro still missing; they aro supposed to be 
killed. 

Tho following is a list of the killed and 
wounded, as far as can bo ascertained at 

present: 

Killed---Capt. Thomas, Lt. Hoiya, Ser- 
geant liomer, Capt. Wright, tan privates, 
one citizen and the]iacker Louis Weber.

MiH8ing--Lt. Cranston and 5 men.

WAiiiiA AVAi.r.A, Ap'il 24--Tho follow- 
ing news was brought in by a person who 
, got it from Mrs. Cock, who was informed 
hy a friendly Indian: 1-iOO worriers aro 
camped at White Bluffs putting up breast- 
works; two and a half miles are already 
llnished. The residents living in the 
Yakima aro very much frightened. Ho 
!(.-ft Coi-k's Ferry (ui the Yakima on Thurs- 
day, 2:iil. Mr.^. Cock was alone and very 
much frightened. Tho Indians have left 
the reservation. 

I'rom Mr. O'Noil just down from Col- 
ville, wo learn that tho Spokano Indians 
are very sauoy and impudent, thoy »ro go- 
ing around in hands of 150 to 200 men in 
war paint and notifying settlors to learo. 
Geary, who is an educated cuss, had a 
notice written by himself served on the 
settlers tilling them the lands settled on 
were his and he wanted thorn to go away. 
Tiie settlers aro greatly frightened, not 
knowing what the Indians may do.

To the Editor of the Sax Fn\NCisco 
CuitONKUjE. — Sin: Although not iJrae- 
ticing the veterinary branch of surgery 
X have rocontly had occasion to investi- 
gate tho nature and treatment of the epi- 
zootic disease among horses during tho 
epidemic at the east, my own horsos 
havinfj been sufferers from it. Tho fol- 
lowi.ng method of management is that 
which has been adopted by the best vetri- 
nary surgeons and with tho most salis- 
factory results. In tho lirst plac^o, tho 
horse should not bo worked after tho 
slightest manifestation of Bymptoins of 
tho disease, unless it bo to give him a 
little gentle oxerciso. This is a most im- 
portant point. Most of the fatal casos 
have occurred in horses that have been 
kept at work after tho disease had mani- 
festod itself in a mild form. Tho horse 
should ho woll blanketed and kept warm, 
although care should bo taken to secure 
plenty of frwsh air, without dr.aiights, by 
a thorough ventilation of the stable. 
Thero should bo no cleaning or rubbing 
except on tho legs, which also should bo 
bandaged if they become cold or show 
signs of swelling. Secure counter irrita- 
tion of tho throat and along the windi)ipe 
by one or two applications daily of a 
strong liniment, ono composed of equal 
parts of strong aqua ammonia, olive oil 
and turpentine will servo excellent pur- 
pose. Should the discharge from the 
nostrils becorao very profuse and offensive, 
Iboy should bo swid)bed out, three or 
four times a day, with a weak solution of 
carbolic acid- say a drachm of tho crystal- 
i/.ed to a pint and a half of pure water. 
When the cough is severe and prolonged, 
or when much fever is present, tho fol- 
lowing mixture may bo used with the 
greatest benefit: Tako equal p:uts of 
powdered chlorate of potash, nitrate of 
l)otash and li(|Uorice root, mix them thor- 
oughly together aiul give a taldc- 
spoonful throe or four times a day. The 
powder is best administered l)y putting tho 
horse's tongue forward and placing the 
dose, dry, on the back part of it. 
This is better than to attempt to 
givo tho remedy in a liquid form; be- 
cause, when much iutlatnmation of tho 
throat is present, the horse is not disposed 
to swallow fluids, and may bo strangled 
by thoir escape into tho larynx. Disin- 
fectants, such as chloride of lime and car- 
bolic acid, should bo freely usodabouttbe 
barn, not forgetting that fresh air is one 
of the best disinfecting agents. 

This treatment will be (juite Hufhcient 
in ninety-nine out of a hundred cases. 
Should tho sy mi>tomsbecome more .severe 
however, use 110 violent remedies or uoh- 
trums, luit send nt once for a well educa- 
ted, oxperioncod veterinary surgeon. Eo- 
momber that in all cases there is more 
danger in doing too muoh than too little, 
in tho treatment. L. C. E.

origin ofjtho plague in the plague-strick- 
oa district of Persia has been clearly 
traced, and the story thereof would be 

incredible if not avouched by pliysi- 
cian8 of skill and undoubted character. 
A native of Akjivan had been engaged 
m digging a cavern for harbouring hia 
Hheop during the winter. In so doing he 
turned up some human bones. Five 
hours after he was down with the 
plague. Another nativo found human 
bones in another cavern whore ho was 
preparing to shelter his shee]); he re- 
moved the remains, and soon after the 
plague seized hiiu. It spread through 
the little village with frightful rapidity, 
attacking 130 persons, and killing oft 
100 out of a population ol only 1.50 
families. Tho commissioners found 
out by careful encpiiry that tho hones 
were undoulitcdly those of persons who 
died in tho famous visitation of the 
plague in 1829-32. So that during the 
long period of forty years it appears 
that tlio poison of the disease romainod 
in tlie bones, losing none of its terrible 
power. From .Vkjivan it passed to vil- 
lages near by In Arincni-Boalak 115 
persons were attacked and 125 died; 
in Uch-tepo 200 died out of 250 at- 
tacked, the families in the place num- 
bering but 200; of tho 25 families in 
.Vrbanos GO porsons died out of 77 at- 
tacked. And those ^yere about tho pro- 
portions of fatal eases in the vicii ity.— 
N. Y. "Journal of Coniinerco."
